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Around 1 Nevember 1950, an anti-aircraft battery of th- 3 Field Army arrived 
in the Wenshan Islands equipped with 14 Japanese-type guns. 


On 3 November the following Chinese Communist naval vessels were in the Wanshan 
Tslands:

On 12 Nowember there were approximtely 500 wooden boats in the Chinmen area, 


On 13 November Chinese Communist troops were constructing permanent defense 
installations in the Wenchou (120-38, 28-01) coastal area at Hsiko (\% ta) 
and Tahsi (A272 ).* 


On 13 November Chinese Communist troops were construct: communication trenches, 
artillery positions, and pill boxes in the Ouchiangk'ou (120- , 27~ ) area. 


In early November the Whampoa branch line of the Canton-Kowloon Railroad and 
the branch line to Tiienho Airfield were undergoing emergency repairs, Both 
are scheduled to be ready for use by mid-November, ** 


In mid-November the Kwangtung 6 Military District Command was ordered by the 
central authorities in Peiping to recruit 60,000 troeps, In the Chungshan 
(113-36, 22-22) aren 460 men were conscripted. All prisoners in Shihch'i (% 
«% ) Prison, Canton, except important political prisoners, are ‘to be released 
and conscripted for the Chinese Commnist Army. 
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
